Wistaria Hall receives award 


Next time you drive by 169 N. Baldwin, you 
may see a sign that calls the house “Wistaria Hall.” 

If you look further, you’ll see a sign that 
designates the home as the “Wistaria Award 
Winner” which means the home was chosen by the 
Sierra Madre Beautification Committee is the top 
beauty winner in Sierra Madre. 

Shirley Rosenkranz, co-owner of the home with 
Fran Powell, calls it “the best of Grandma’s farm 
house complete with vegetable garden and an or¬ 
chard that is just starting to grow.” 

It took a small business loan “which didn’t 
begin to cover costs of refurbishing” and much hard 
work to get this 1908 home to where it is — a 
beautiful, gracious lady that is proud of herself and 
how she looks. 

The house is two stories with an attic and base¬ 
ment. There are five rooms upstairs and six down. 
Recycled cement was used to make walkways, 
a back patio was built with an arbor to suport an 
expanding wistaria vine, the front was slicked up 
with grass, stones, trees, and the back area was 
cleaned up so the pool could be shown off. 

Actually, they have had the house for almost 
exactly three years since the negotiations began 
the weekend after Memorial Day, 1987. They origin¬ 
ally thought of it as “a neat B and B” but then 
they fell in love with it and purchased the home from 
Judy Webb-Martin. 

Shirley Rosenkranz already had a home on 
Alegria in Sierra Madre and Fran Powell 
already had a home in Laguna. However, they de¬ 
cided to purchase the house and transform her into 
what they now call Wistaria Hall. 

They had met as teachers in 1967 and thought 
it would be fun to refurbish a home in the Crafts¬ 
man style. Here was the house. They started re¬ 
furbishing in August of 1987. 

They stripped the wainscotting, the floors (there 
was maple flooring so thin that they had to refloor 
in American oak). They replaced all tile with a

“reproduction that matches the home, replastered 
much of the home and found beautiful fir under all 
those layers of age and varnish. 

“We used 25 gallons of Formby’s stripper to 
do the wood in three rooms,” Rosenkranz noted. 

“We hired a lot of friends and started two fires, 
using stripper and rags. One time while we were 
cleaning the old light plates, they arced and it took 
our five fire extinguishers to get that fire under con¬ 
trol, but we just kept on going,” Powell said. 

“As you recall, that was the year of the earth¬ 
quake and we had to redo the fireplace which is 
made of field stone. It developed several cracks and 
fissures during the quake. We also had to hire a 
structural engineer who did at least $300 worth of 
work in the foundation. Let’s face it. The entire re¬ 
model has cost us at least $200,000,” Rosenkranz 
said. That includes landscaping, new walkways, new 
trees, grass, flowers, fencing, pergola and an up¬ 
grade of all electrical and plumbing in the house. 

Surprisingly, many of the antiques both women 
had, were used in the home and, although it looks 
eclectic, the woman laugh, it works very well. 

The furnace was dated 1896 and the first time 
they had a heating bill of $400 a month, they de¬ 
cided they would either freeze or use heaters around 
the home. Finally, however, they installed central air 
upstairs and heat downstairs. 

The staircase, rebuilt by the late Bob Douglas, 
has been named for him, the women say. 

They compare the home to education — 
“you bring out the loveliness already there, polish 
it up, use patience and give it*confidence and there 
you are . ..” 

Shirley, formerly California Teacher of the 
Year, is an English teacher at Temple City and has 
published five books using stories written with 
selected honors students. 

Fran is working on her doctorate at USC and 
should be finished with her dissertation by Christ¬ 
mas. She is an administrator in the Pasadena 
Unified School District working with gifted and 
talented students.

Massive protests against 
the siting of a state pa¬ 
role office at 3400-3410 
East Foothill Blvd., 
Pasadena, were palnned 
last week by the L ower 
Hastings Ranch Asso¬ 
ciation, according to 
Clifford Benedict, presi¬ 
dent. 

Picketing of the O.K. 
Earl proposed parole of¬ 
fice location will start at 
II a.m. today, Thurs¬ 
day, June 7 during rush 
hours. A protest rally 
will be held at 7 p.m. at 
the Nazarene Church 
Thursday, June 14, at 
3700 E. Sierra Madre 
Blvd., Pasadena. 

Irate Lower Hastings 
residents and merchants 
don’t want this major 
parole office in the rela¬ 
tively crime-free East 
Pasadena neighbor- 
hood, according to Bene¬ 
dict. The office will ser¬ 
vice some 1100 parolees 
monthly, he said. 

More than 10,000 pro¬ 
test cards have been 
printed and distributed 
for local residents to 
send to the 12 members 
of the Senate appro¬ 
priations committee. 


A third supermarket was 
added to the current two 
where local residents 
can seek signatures 
to send to legislators, 
Benedict continued. 

The Slate Depart¬ 
ment of Corrections has 
given a 60-day notice to 
Pasadena that it is con¬ 
sidering the parole office 
to be located at 3400- 
3410 E. Foothill Blvd. 
I he property is owned 
by O.K. Earl, a major 
Pasadena property 
developer. 

In a letter to all area 
merchants, Benedict 
urged that Mayor Jess 
Hughston be advised of 
“your displeasure over 
this intended site." 

I eRoy Smith, owner 
of Smitty’s garage, 3191 
E. Foothill, voiced 
opposition to the pro¬ 
posed site. He told The 
News that ‘‘young 
girls walk along Sierra 
Madre Villa up to four 
times a day going to and 
from Wilson Junior High 
School. I fear for 
their safety and the 
safety of my customers 
who leave their cars for 
repair in the mornings 


to walk to work.” 

He added that some 
80 percent of his cus¬ 
tomers are women. 

He is also concerned 
about theft. “If we don’t 
keep our cars locked up 
now, they are stolen,” 
he pointed out. Smith is 
an original Upper 
Hastings homeowner 
and has been in business 
on East Foothill for 
15 years. 

Angry Lower Hastings 
residents and merchants 
have been joined in 
their protest by repre¬ 
sentatives of the Upper 
Hastings Ranch Asso¬ 
ciation, the Daisy Villa 
Neighborhood Associa¬ 
tion, and the Lamanda 
Park Homeowners 
Association. Their mem¬ 
bership represents more 
than 5000 local resi¬ 
dents. 

“We must protect our 
neighborhood,” he 
continued. Picketing 
signs being prepared 
include such slogans as 
“Parolees are convicted 
felons,” and “Protect 
our children, women 
and homes.”

Last week doctors at 
St. Luke Medical Cen¬ 
ter performed a Laparo¬ 
scopic Cholecystectomy 
on two patients. This 
is the first time that 
this procedure, which 
involves the removal of 
the gallbladder with¬ 
out the use of conven¬ 
tional surgery, has been 
performed in the San 
Gabriel Valley. 

A Laparoscropic 
Cholecystectomy is 
performed by inserting 
four small tubes into the 
abdomen and then in¬ 
flating the abdomen 
with carbon dioxide. 
One of the tubes, called 
a laparoscope, 
is fitted with a tiny 
camera and allows the 
surgeon to see the ab¬ 
dominal organs. The 
gallbladder is visualized, 
surgically incised and 
removed through a 
small naval incision. The 
patient is left with four 
small abdominal scars 
instead of the usual large 
incision. 

Ordinarily, gallbladder 
surgery requires a four- 
to six-day stay in »' 
hospital and 
average of 36 
recovery period. A. 
cording to Edwin 
Suddleson M.D., the 
physician who per¬ 
formed the procedure, 
the new surgery shortens 
hospitalization to 12 to 


24 hours and recovery 
time (back to normal 
activities) to one 
week. The procedure 
produces much less 
post-operative pain and, 
therefore, the patient 
requites less pain 
medication. The short¬ 
ened hospital stay also 
reduces the cost of 
surgery. 

Both patients at St 
Luke Medical Center 
tolerated the sur 
gery well.

City urges voluntary 
water conservation

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The Arcadia City 
Council joins other South¬ 
ern California govern¬ 
mental bodies in urging 
voluntary water con 
servation. Eldon David¬ 
son, water manager for 
the city of Arcadia, 
encourages residents to 
recognize the serious¬ 
ness of the drought 
situation and take 
a more concentrated ef¬ 
fort in this voluntary 
water conserva¬ 
tion program. 

If the voluntary pro¬ 
gram is not success¬ 
ful, it may become 
necessary for the 
City Council to imple¬ 
ment one or more of the 
five phases of an or¬ 
dinance passed in June 
of 1977. This could 
include prohibiting 
use of hose washing of 
sidewalks, driveways 
and parking areas; use 
of water to clean, fill or 
maintain levels in decor¬ 
ative fountains unless 
such water is part of a 
recycling system; restau¬ 
rants serving water to 
customers unless express¬ 
ly requested; and lawn 
watering between the 


hours of 10 a.m. and 4 
p.m. 

Other phases of the 
ordinance involve man¬ 
datory percentage curtail¬ 
ments ranging from 10 
percent to 25 percent 
with financial penal¬ 
ties for use in excess of 
the amount permitted 
by the particular con¬ 
servation phase in effect. 

The Main San Gab¬ 
riel Basin W'atermasters, 
a court-created agency 
that oversees the San 
Gabriel Valley’s vast 
underground water sup¬ 
plies, voted to cut allow¬ 


able pumping rights by 
almost six percent for 
the next fiscal year, 
from July 1, 1990 to 
June 30,1991. 

This means that Arca¬ 
dia must cut back 
pumping from under¬ 
ground wells by six 
percent less than the pre¬ 
vious year or purchase 
the more expensive im¬ 
ported water, if it is avail¬ 
able, to make up the dif¬ 
ference, explains David¬ 
son in a communication 
received by The 
News last week.

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Victor Christen enjoys life at 101; honored as Older American

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“I’m just sticking 
around to see what the 
hell is going to happen 
next,” said 101-year-old 
Victor Christen, who 
was honored recently 
by the Arcadia So¬ 
cial Security office in 
recognition of Older 
Americans Month. 

“I never thought of 
dying, ‘cause that’s 
the lime you go,” con¬ 
tinued the 13-ycar Arca¬ 
dia resident who still is 
act i vely involved in 
a career as car salesman 
for Foulger Ford. 

He began his career 
in the automobile busi¬ 
ness at the age of 16 
when he became a me¬ 
chanist toolmaker for 
Yale Motor Car in 
Toledo, Ohio. His 
tenure in the business 
took him to Pope- 


Toledo Company, a fore¬ 
runner of Willys-Over- 
land, now part of Chrys¬ 
ler Corporation, and to 
Flint and Lansing, Mich., 
where he worked in the 
tool rooms for the 
Buick and Oldsmobile 
plants. 

He also invented two 
different methods of 
cleaning windshields, 
one hand-operated mo¬ 
del cleaned both 
inside and outside of the 
glass at the same time. 
However, when auto¬ 
matic wipers came on the 
market, “1 was auto¬ 
matically out of busi¬ 
ness,” quipped the cen¬ 
tenarian. 

When he moved to Cali¬ 
fornia in 1937, he began 
a new career, selling 
for Stearns and Com¬ 
pany and stayed with 
the drum manufacturer 


until he became 70 
years old. That’s when 
he turned to selling cars 
at Carl Hansen Ford in 
Sierra Madre, the Colliau

kits available at city hall 


It all of Arcadia’s 
12,960 water customers 
installed a toilet tank dis¬ 
placement bag, at a sav¬ 
ings of gallon per 
flush, approximately 
28 million gallons of wa¬ 
ter would be saved an¬ 
nually, reports Rita 
Kurth, administrative 
assistant to the water 
division for the city of 
Arcadia. 

She announces that 
water conservation kits, 
which include the toilet 
tank displace m e n t 
bag, are available from 
the water division at City 
Hall at no charge for 
Arcadia customers. 

Because California is 
experiencing the fourth 
consecutive year of 
drought conditions, water 
conservation efforts are 
critical to assure 
consumers of adequate 
water supplies in the 
future, adds Kurth. 

The conservation kits 
are designed to save wa¬ 
ter in showers, faucets 
and toilets. In addition 
to the displacement 
bag, the kit contains flow 
restrictors and sate 
dye tablets that detect 
silent toilet leaks. 

If every Arcadia cus¬ 


tomer installed a flow 
restrictor on their 
showers, the flow would 
be cut from six gallons 
per minute to three gal¬ 
lons per minute. This te- 
duetion would save 15 
gallons for each live- 
minute shower and could 
save 500,000 gallons 
citv-vvide each vear. 


Arcadia’s C ity ( oun 
cil encourages local resi¬ 
dents to voluntarily re¬ 
duce water consumption 
by 10 percent. It volun¬ 
tary measures are not 
successful, it may be 
necessary to imple¬ 
ment mandatory water 
use restrictions, ac¬ 
cording to Kurth.

She 
is the first girl to win 
the Grand Reserve title 
for which some 350 stu¬ 
dents were vying. 

Kaycee’s biggest fight, 
however, began 10 years 
ago when she became a 
victim of Reyes Snydrome 
and had to fight for 
her life. “It’s an 
amazing fete (winning 
the trophy) for a girl 
who could have 
been in a wheel 
chair,” explains a 
proud father. 

With the encour¬ 
agement from her fa¬ 
ther, a black belt, and 


mother, who was the Ita¬ 
lian National Karate 
Champion in her 
division, Kaycee took 
up the sport just a 
year ago. 

in her first compe¬ 
tition, she placed third 
and took second place 
in competition with 1000 
entries at the Interna¬ 
tional Western Cham¬ 
pionship. At the Na¬ 
tional Karate Champion¬ 
ship in February she 
won two seconds and a 
fourth. As a second deg¬ 
ree orange belt, she 
outranks both of her 
brothers: 17-year-old 
Vinnie and 11-year-old 
Michael. 


Kaycee says she likes 
karate because it is 
“peaceful, not like 
in the movies” and be¬ 
cause it teaches res¬ 
pect and cooperation. 
She admits that kumite 
or sparring is “kinda 
scary” but working out 
with her brothers helps 
her prepare for that 
phase of karate com¬ 
petition. 

This St. Rita cheer¬ 
leader also plays 
softball for her school 
team and for Pasadena 
Little League and has 
been selected for several 
All-Star teams. 

She will next compete 
for another karate trophy 
on Fathers’ Day. and 
father must resign himself 
to the fact that his little 
girl is a fighter.
